Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to fairly teach or suggest an apparatus to control an inclined angle of an AV front panel 
with respect to an AV rear panel by means for converting a driving force of an incline 
angle controlling motor into linear movement, comprising (in combination with all of the 
other elements claimed) converting means, wherein the converting means includes a 
slide plate coupled at a first end to a base portion of the AV front panel to control a 
horizontal movement of the AV front panel (independent claims 1 and 5).
